The herds of cattle and hogs and the flocks 
of poultry have gone from the enslaved coun- 
tries,

Even in France, where the Vichy govern- 
ment pretends that all is well and that “collab- 
oration” with Hitler is the national policy, there 
are innumerable strikes, riots are frequent and 
th: unhappy people wait with only one hope, 
the triumph of Britain over their oppressors. 

Even from Germany itself news leaks 
through the censorship telling of a war-weary 
people and of a people distraught by the terrific 
destruction wreaked upon their cities by the 
ever-growing RAF. 

Never in the history of the world has a 
conqueror through force been able to hold an 
enslaved people in bondage. Always the day 
comes when the oppressed rise and overthrow 
their oppressors. 

By 
the combination of British fighting courage, of 
American industrial genius and of the boiling 
hatred which seethes through captive Europe, 
the day will come when Hitler’s house of horror 
shall fall about him.

Our New Navy 

When the program tor a two-ocean navy 
was first presented to United States shipbuild- 
ers, it was termed “fantastic” by many—with 
the doubt thrown in that such a goal could 
not be attained by 1947, if ever. The facilities 
for so gigantic an undertaking were simply 
nonexistent. This week it would seem that such 
pessimism was premature. 

Two new battleships of 35,000 tons each, 
the “North Carolina” and the “Washington,” 
are already in service. The “South Dakota,” 
of similar displacement, launched 
and will be commissioned early in 1942. The 
“Massachusetts,” another of the same size, is 
ready to be launched this week at Quincy, 
Mass., nearly two months ahead of schedule. 

During the 15 months since congress au- 
thorized the expansion—an eighty-one per cent 
increase—contracts have been let for 2,831 
Ships of all classes. This ranges from battle- 
ships down. to the all-important harbor tug. 

To hustle the program along, the navy now 
has work going in ten of its own yards; and 
let contracts in 125 yards of private 
ownership. ‘Three shifts a day, six days a 
week, have boosted employment from. 167,000 
at the beginning, to 375,000 at present and 
the number at work is expected to pass 
the half-million mark early next summer. Fa- 
cilities in plant and equipment have expanded 
at the same ratio and will continue to expand. 

Now under construction, regardless of how 
fantastic it might have seemed a little more 
than a year ago, are 17 battleships, 12 aircraft 
carriers, six 27,000-ton cruisers, 40 light cruisers 
eight heavy cruisers, 197 destroyers, 74 subma- 
rines and innumerable tenders, tankers, barges, 
mine layers, tugs and other craft that go Ww 
make up a vast modern naval force. 

When these ships have joined the thou- 
sands of others already in service on the high 
seas, it will be too real to be fantastic to the 
German marauders, and other enemies of de- 
mocracy.

Georgia Editors Say: 


MORGENTHAU REFUSED TO BUY STAMPS. 
(From The Athens Banner-Herald.) 

The foregoing was a headline in a number of 
the newspapers of the country a few days ago. 
The fact that the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
is conducting the sale of defense stamps and 
bonds, refused to aid the government caught the 
eyes of readers, but following the opening para- 
graph in the story the reason for his failure to 
make purchase was set up fully in an explanation 
satisfactory to all. 

It seems that when a photographer undertook 
to have Mr. Morgenthau photographed in the act 
of buying a defense stamp, he refused to so do. 
However, his explanation was a good one. The 
law forbids him from buying government securi- 
ties, even a defense stamp. It seems that the 
restriction on the secretary is the result of an 
incident which occurred in 1889 when the govern- 
ment resumed specie payments. It is alleged that 
the Secretary of the Treasury. bought federal 
securities at 60 cents on the dollar and 
profit. Since then a federal statute has forbidden 
the Secretary of the Treasury from buying or 
owning any government securities. 

So there you are, and the refusal of Mr 
Morgenthau to buy stamps and bonds was not 
of his making or desire, but under the law he is 
forbidden from investing in any class of govern-

One of the very worst errors made in this country—and one 
which has done us the most damage—was that of thinking that all 
this country had to do to become armed was to decide on an 
armament program. Having decided on such a program, there 
were those who seemed to think that—presto—the tanks and planes 
would begin rolling out of the factories, complete even to trained 
pilots in the pilot’s seat. 

They never consider that to design an airplane engine, build a 
plant, design’and produce tools requires at least a year. Many, 
many weary long months are required to get an armament pro- 
gram started. To get it well under way and in full production 
requires many, many more months. 

This country has done a miracle of production. No other nation 
has ever done so much in two years as has the United States of 
America. Germany has been preparing for almost ten years. Her 
production was at full capacity for five years before England and 
this country began. : 

It will be January 1, or thereabouts, before our chief plants 
begin to hit large produetion figures. By next spring we will be 
out-producing the rest of the world. To do that in less than three 
years will be an astounding accomplishment. We already have 
done a tremendous and almost unbelievable job.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—(7)~— 
The Brooklyn Dodgers took a look 
foday at the massive — concrete 
Yankee stadium where they will 
open the World Series against the 
New York Yankees Wednesday 


and none of them died of fright. 


This was an encouraging indi- 
cation of a tremendous struggle to 
come, because some of the Na- 
tional League clubs that have left 
their little parks to-do battle with 
the Bombers in past series have 
rattled at the knees on their first 
arena towering 
three tiers high and holding 70,000 
persons. 

The Dodgers had their little dif- 
ficulties as Dodgers always do— 
things like Kirby Higbe losing his 
way under the stands between the 
field and the dressing room, pitch- 
ers refusing to jog around the 


outfield because it was too big and 
‘Sluggers not hitting anything into 


the stands except fouls. 

But the Dodgers didn’t give up, 
as they didn’t give up during the 
regular season. They stretched a 


one-hour workout into two hours. 


SLUGGERS WORK HARD. 

The hitters—Joe Medwick and 
Dolph Camilli and Pete Reiser and 
Dixie Walker—went to the plate 
time after time for eight to a doz- 
en belts at the ball, practicing hit- 
ting to right field, making Ed Al- 
bosta and Tom Drake and the 
other pitchers give them curve 
balls inside and outside and fast 
balls anywhere. The regulars 
hogged the plate so long the sub- 
stitutes, like Herman Franks and 
Jim Wasdell and Augie. Galan, 
were literally screaming for 
chances to bat. 

Walker had the coaches bounce 
flies off the low, curving right 
field wall like a billiard player 
trying to learn the angles and re- 
siliency of a new table.

Yankee stadium measures 367 feet 
from home plate to right field, 461 
feet to center field and 415 feet 
to left field while the same cor-
